W a sh in g t o n, January 21.—In the 
House, Crisp of Georgia, called up the 
contested election case of Tlioebe 
against Carlisle, the pending question 
being on the resolution of the major­ 
ity of the Committee on Elections. 
Hogg, of West Virginia, entered a 
motion to reconsider the vote by 
which the House yesterday defeated 
the resolution providing for re-open­ 
ing. The House vote on the majority 
resolution resulted—yeas, 140, nays, 
6. No quorum. 
Bacon, of New York, Chairman of 
the Committee on Monufacturers, re­ 
ported a preamble and resolution di­ 
recting the commission on manufac­ 
turers to investigate all combinations 
of the certain individuals and corpo- 
tions engaged in manufacturing, min­ 
ing, or dealing in necessities for the 
purp-.se of controlling or curtailing 
the supply of the same, and thereby 
increasing the prices to the detriment 
of commerce. 
Crisp then moved that the House 
adjourn. Carried by strict party vote. 
EFFECT OF T1IE ADJOURNMENT. 
The action of the House i:i adjourn­ 
ing without disposing of the Thoebe- 
Carlisle case, rendered a reconsidera­ 
tion of the vote by which the resolu­ 
tion was defeated yesterday impossi­ 
ble, except by unanimous consent. 
Although the rumor that Carlisle will 
on Monday address letters to the 
House asking that the case be re­ 
opened, is declared by his friends to 
be without foundation, even should 
such a communication be received, 
its suggestions could only be acted 
upon by uuuuimous consent, unless 
the order for the previous question, un­ 
der which the House is now operating 
should be considered.

I 
C h ic a g o, January 21.—A Nebraska 
City special says: “Judge Kinney, 
agent of the Yankton Indian reserva­ 
tion, arrived here yesterday. It took 
him five days to go thirty miles, the 
thermometer being 40 degrees below 
zero most of the time.

train ran low*, and the passengers all 
crowded into one car. Men discarded 
their outer garments and wrapped the 
women and children in them. Two 
babies perished.

The Judge says that the loss of 
life iu Dakota is under-estimated, as 
the newspapers have tried to cover it 
up. While at a station in Bonhomme 
county nine frozen bodies were 
brought into the depot in one day. 
Estimates made in Yankton yester­ 
day of the loss of life through the 
territory figure up to over a thousand. 
The roads from the agency to Yank­ 
ton were lined with dead cattle.”

President ¿itokes in his address said 
that the Presidential election turned 
upon tariff reform, and J. P. Town­ 
send’s resolution endorsing Cleve­ 
land’s message was adopted. 
BRECKENRIDGE*8 ADDRESS. 
1*. Breckenridge responded to the 
toast, “Tariff Reform.” Breckenridge 
referring to his own recorded stand 
against the abolition of the tax on to­ 
bacco said he would rather have it re­ 
duced than no action taken. 
He 
spoke in scathing terms of the conces­ 
sions to tho railways and said that the 
public credit had been handled by 
peculiar thinking persons. This very 
month 
the wool manufacturers 
and so-called wool-growers met to 
determine a wool tarriff to be 
adopted by the Congress of the 
United States for their benefit.

Just 
in the nickof time the President came 
to the rescue with wisdom, impetuous 
courage and the craft of common- 
sense, deriving its strength from its 
integrity. This brave aud honest 
man, this puzzle to politicians, with 
a single stroke of his pen did what 
might for years have baffled the 
efforts of the greatest of statesmen 
and philosophers. By this act he re­ 
versed the situation from one of cow­ 
ardly indecision to one of enthusiasm 
and confidence. Upon the lines of 
that message 1 would rather be beat­ 
en than win upon those of a living 
substitute, but we shall not bo beaten.

OTHEKS SEVERELY INJURED. 


Sensational Tragedy on the Sait 
Carlos Reservation—A Devil­ 
ish Apache.

M in n e a p o l is, Minn., January 21.— 
A special from Tower, ninety miles 
north of Duluth, says: “ A boarding- 
'house and saloon burned last night, 
and ten persons perished in the 
flames. The mercury was 56 below.” 
LATER ACCOUNT. 
S t. P a u l, January 21.—A Tower, 
Minn., special to the Pioneer Prest 
gi ves some additional details of the 
boarding house holocaust last night. 
The village bucket-brigade, while 
working with a will, was able to do 
little toward subduing the flames or 
rescuing the inmates. The lodgers 
fought desperately in the narrow hall 
and stairway, but becoming bewildered 
could not get out. A young girl who 
was ill, escaped uninjured. Of thirty 
people in the house it is thought that 
nine or ten perished. Search for the 
bodies is progressing slowly amid the 
still smokibg ruins, Of those who 
‘-mped from the window, Robert 
hitford was so badly injured that 
he died a few hours after. Five 
bodies have been taken from the 
ruins so far. Though badly disfig­ 
ured. four of them are believed to be 
those of W. H. Barnes, Dan O’Con­ 
nell, Mike Trump, and Alex Brant. 
SCICNES in t h e ruins. 
Of the men taken from the ruins, 
two were found lying together in a 
corner of the building in a way tM t 
indicated that they suffocated. Others 
are thought to have been caught on 
the stairs leading from the third floor 
in an effort to escape. The stairway 
was very narrow, and the men proba­ 
bly rushed together and became so 
involved that none got out. Some of 
the men who escaped from the third 
story say that there were eight or ten 
men behind them in the hallway. The 
extreme cold at the time, the ther­ 
mometer indicating 40- below zero, 
made the suffering to these very great 
and aleo made it almost impossible to 
do effective work in suppressing the 
flames. The fire started In the lower 
story of the boarding-house, and 
quickly enveloped the entire house, 
which was a light- frame build­ 
ing. 
The bodies of all the 
men taken out are burnt to an 
unrecognizable mass, only the trunks 
remaining. Robert Whitford resided 
in this city and was a woll-known ex­ 
plorer. He was the original1 proprie­ 
tor of the lower town site. The other 
men taken out are woodsmen.

An Interview with Profes­ 
sor J. L. Budd. 


HIS 
OBSERVATIONS 
H E R E . 


C anneries B adly Needed—H ints to 


T hose Interested in H orti 


culture. 


Professor J . L. Budd, of the Iowa 
Horticultural College, and horticultu­ 
ral editor of th e Iowa Slate Register, 
one ot the m ost prominent and best- 
posted men in the U nited States on 
all matters pertaining to garden cul­ 
ture, has been in Los Angeles county 
for the past m onth on a tour of inspec­ 
tion. 
Mr. Budd brings with him a 
■world-wide experience, as, in addition 
to his labors in this country, he was 
six years ago selected by the United 
States to visit Europe and Central 
Asia and report on the moat available 
and best suited trees and plants fbr 
im p o rtatio n to A m e ric a . 
A H e r a l d 
reporter had the pleasure yesterday of 
meeting Mr. Budd, and the following 
conversation took place: 
“I suppose,” queried the reporter, 
«that you have by this time formed 
someBort of an opinion as regards 
this section ?” 
Yes, sir, I have," was the reply, 
“and I think a fair one, for I have 
visited all the principal points of in­ 
terest, and have made a close and 
careful investigation of everything 
pertaining to my mission. 
Of course 


you is to give „ 
notes I have made for future publica­ 
tion, during m y visit here. 
Regarding 
citrus 
fruit—there 
are certain sections 
here as fav­ 
orable 
for 
its 
production 
as any in the world and I think that 
the most successful results as regards 
th e growing of lim es, oranges and 
lemons will be reached on the higher 
levels rather than the dips or val 
leys. The navel orange is a very 
fine fruit, but I am inclined to dis­ 
courage its being very widely propo- 
gated in preference to other varieties. 
Though it is an early bearer of fine, 
m erchantable and certainly popular 
fruit, yet it has many defects that 
scarcely 
recommend 
it 
for 
ex­ 
tended 
planting. 
Its 
habit 
of 
growth is such that it is especially li­ 
able to be split or broken by weight 
of fruit and wind storms and after it 
has fully m atured, unlike the other 
varieties, its fruit-producing property 
dim inishes. 
I should therefore ad­ 
vise all those who plant orange groves 
not to irive too much preference to 
the navel, but cultivate the older and 
more reliable varieties, the Mediter­ 
ranean, Konab, etc. 
The scale-bu^ is a very great disad­ 
vantage that is m et with here, and 
the regulations and orders of the in­ 
spector of fruit pests should be strictly 
enforced. You see th at the climate is 
just as favorable to insect increase as 
it is to everything else, and unless 
the war of exterm eration, which has 
been well begun, is waged to the bit­ 
ter end, the evil will become more 
and more great, whereas by a strict 
observance of the discovered reme­ 
dies this great blot may, in tim e, be 
quite removed. 
Raisin grapes come, I believe, next 
in importance as regards the interests 
of this country. H ere, again, arises 
the fault which is observable all over 
this section—that of planting and 
laying out without any regard at all to 
elevation, soil, or locality. The result 
of this will be th at thousands of acres 
of raisin 
grapes 
th at have been 
planted will never 
pay expenses. 
H ere, as in Southern Europe, the 
profitable 
growing and 
successful 
drying 
of 
the 
Malaga 
grape 
w ill 
depend 
on 
what 
the 
Spaniards call 
‘air drainage/ 
In 
other words, the raisin vineyard site 
m ust be on the more elevated mesas, 
w here the fogs and cold night air will 
rest on the lower adjacent levels. 
Then again, as regards the irrigation, 
pruning and cultivation, a great deal 
of the work done now is simply ex­ 
perim ental, and when the best results 
are obtained, and the circumstances 
attending them strictly adhered to, 
then ‘ will be removed another in­ 
cubus 
th at 
at 
present 
exists. 
There 
is 
no 
doubt 
whatever 
b u t th at the raisin industry will prove 
one of the most profitable in this part 
of the country. 
Now, as to pears, a more hardy 
specimen should be planted than that 
S 
nerally in vogue, and the thick- 
tved varieties of China and Central 
Asia will be found to thrive much 
better than thin-leaved and delicately 
barked fruit. 
The same rem ark is 
equally applicable as regards the pro­ 
duction of apples. 
Of cherries there are, comparatively 
speaking, very few' orchards planted, 
and though the varieties I have seen 
do very well, yet an improvement 
would be obtained by culturing the 
thickly-leaved trees of Spain in prefer­ 
ence to those raised in France and 
W estern Euroi 
The olive, almond, quince, fig and 
walnut, I am certain, will all do well 
here by a strict attention, as I have 
aid before, to the fact that certain 


not seen in any place I have L 
any famine as regards water and I 
no reason why the mountains which 
surround this district should not be 
able to fully furnish all the water that 
may be required for the valleys at 
their feet. 
•‘I should not line to conclude this 
interview,” said Mr. Budd, “ without 
calling attention to the fact that those 
who have property would do well to 
cultivate it rather than be s > anxious 
to sell it off in lots and homesteads. 
I have seen magnificent orange groves 
and vineyards, absolutely uncared 
for and yielding not one cent’s worth 
of income per annum . There is gen­ 
erally a sign somewhere about that 
tells the tale, the place has been sub­ 
divided and placed on the market in 
lots and corner lots and as lar as the 
crop is concerned, is, to the owner, 
practically valueless. 
Of courte this 
sort of thing is well enough in and 
about the cuy, and also in tne vicinity 
of the villages and ham lets that are 
the compulsory adjuncts of well-pop­ 
ulated districts, but this real estate 
fever is not confined to those locali­ 
ties. 
Far away from even any sign 
of a town one experiences the same 
thing, and I cannot help regretting 
that such a state of things exist, for it 
is absolutely detrimental to the inter­ 
ests of the community. 
Let those 
who have good ranches in the country 
be contented, at least for the present, 
and they will find that by good hus­ 
bandry they will reap from the tilling 
of the soil a liberal and bounteous 
compensation for the labor demanded 
of them, for Nature has showered her 
gifts here with a lavish hand, and 
simply asks that her favors be not 
disregarded.” 


G o v e r n m e n t l a n d * .

R e p o r t o f t h e C o m m i t t e e o n t h e 
P h i l l i p s ’ H lo c k . 
The special committee of engineers 
appointed to examine into the condi­ 
tion of the Phillips’ Block has drawn 
up the following report, which was 
presented to Mayor W orkman yes­ 
terday : 
To the Hon. W m .II. Workman, Mayor 
of the City c f Los Angeles. 
A communication, signed “ Bene­ 
factor” having appeared in the Even­ 
ing Repress, condemning as dangerous 
the building fronting on Spring street 
and Franklin street in the city of Los 
Angeles, and now being erected by 
Louis Phillips, Esq., at the request 
of Mr. B. J . Reeve, architect of the 
work, the undersigned consented to 
make an exam ination of the building 
an d make a public report of their 
findings in the m atter. 
At your request, Win. T. Lambie, 
City Engineer, was added to the coin 
m ittee, and for th at reason and be­ 
cause, as the officiaj head of our 
m unicipality, you are the proper lier- 
son to address, we beg respectfully to 
state to you th at on Friday, January 
20, 1K88," we thoroughly examined the 
building so far as it has been con­ 
structed, and having further examined 
the plans aud specifications for said 
building would respectfully report as 
follows: 
F irst—The foundation 
w ills 
are 
substantially constructed aud exceed 
in thickness’ the requirem ents of the 
Fire Ordinance of Los Augeles. They 
were minutely aud critically exam ­ 
ined and show no settlem ent what­ 
ever. 
In the rear we find one pier in 
the basem ent wall where the distance 
from window to door was not suffic­ 
iently great. This defect can be easily 
rem edied, and upon a subsequent 
comparison w ith the basem ent plan 
at th at particular point we ascertained 
that the im provement suggested by us 
was in accordance with said plan, and 
th at the imperfection was occasioned 
by a deviation from the original draw­ 
ing. 
Second. On the ground floor, the 
iron columns aligning the Spring- 
street front, and supporting the super­ 
incum bent wall, have sunk from one- 
half of one inch to one aud one-quar­ 
ter inches, and w ithout more than a 
cursory exam ination would suggest a 
settlem ent of the foundation w<»11h. 
There has been no settling, however, 
w hatever, th e sinking having been 
caused by th e brick contained in the 
supporting walls or piers being too 
soft, and showing a tendency to crush 
. from the granite bases downwards for 
a distance 
of twelve or eighteen 
inches. 
This defect has alread y been 
provided for, and the plans prepared 
immediately after the occurrence of 
*i tho crushing, and upon its first dis­ 
c o v e ry by the builders, an d now in 
'"process of construction for remedying 
^ v ^ th e imperfection, and which were sub­ 
m itted to us and explained in detail, 
are am ply sufficient for the future se­ 
curity of the completed structure. 
In the second story partition walls 
have been erected upon girders con­ 
structed 
of 
wood 
and rolled-iron 
plates, sixteen 
inches 
deep 
and 
three fourths of an inch in thickness, 
with two inch ells with separator. 
One of these girders, 
near th e 
Spring street front of the building, 
and over the first column in rear of 
said front, has canted, so th at its 
lower edge is about one inch out of 
line. This was caused by the sink­ 
ing of the the front, aud without fur­ 
ther settlem ent of the front wall, is a 
defect which of itself would not m a­ 
terially affect the stability or strength 
of the structure. 
It can be placed in 
proper position, and wo are assured 
will be, the correction of its aligment 
being a part of the remedial plans 
above referred to. 
4. 
We found no bulged walls, or 
walls that required shoving or prop­ 
ping. /W hatever had been placed 
tem porarily against the walls had 
been rem oved before our inspection. 
5. 
In addition, we examined tho 
building with reference to any viola­ 
tions of the “ Fire Ordinance,” hav­ 
ing said ordinance before us; and we 
find that the construction ot said 
building is in accordance with its 
provisions, being in some of its details 
more substantially designed and con­ 
structed. 
And, as a conclusion, we 
would state that, in our opinion, the 
co m p lied structure, if constructed as 
iL has been designed, will compare 
-m 
'Hftorably, for strength and stability, 
with any building in the City of Los 
Angeles.

thowed how deeply the feelings of the 
jresent generation are concerned in tbc 
id ventures of the Pioneers of our State, 
rod bow warmly they feel towards 
he veteran Pathfinder. General Fré­ 
mont has occupied a conspicuous place 
before the people of the United States 
for half a century. As an explorer he 
iras known to a generation having 
únce passed away. As one of the 
;wo first Senators who represented 
California in the United States Senate, 
he is the last of his confieres in that 
august body. In 1856 lie had the 
iliRtinguished honor to be selected as 
the 
first 
candidate 
for 
Presi­ 
dent of the United States presented 
to the people for their suffrages by 
the Republican party. 
The candi­ 
dates were James Buchanan, (Dem.), 
who polled a popular vote of 1,838,160, 
John C. Frémont, (Rep.), 1,341,264, 
and 
Millard 
Fillmore, 
(K.-N.), 
374,534. At that time General Fre­ 
mont was a citizen 8^f this State, and 
íe was nominated as of California. 
3o that is an error under which 
many 
labor,

candidate for 
President 
from this State. When the war of 
the rebellion broke out General Fre­ 
mont’s services were accepted and he 
was assigned to the Department west

REMINISCENCES OK THE PAST 


Addresses o f W elcom e by Mayor 


W orkm an and Hon. R. F. 
Del V alle. 


T h e arrival of General John C. 
Frém ont in this city a short time 
since awakened in th e m inds of a 
num ber of the residents reminiscences 
of the past, and when it was remem 
bered w hat a prom inent part he took 
in the early history of Los Angeles, it 
was determ ined by some of the fore­ 
m ost citizens to tender him a public 
reception on the evening of his 75th 
birthday.'

stairway leading to the hall, and even 
the street in front, was pac ked with a 
surging mass of hum anity.

doors swung back a pleasant picture 
presented itself to the gaze <>f the 
crowd. The hall was elaborately and 
appropriately decorated with flags and 
hunting, the stage with flowers and 
palm leaves, above which in large 
letters wreathed by beautiful flowers 
and intertwined w ith sprays of smi- 
lax.

General Frémont needs 
no eulogy, and I do not purpose 
m aking any extended rem arks, but 
I wish to ask those old veterans of the 
Stevenson regiment and those who 
knew General Frem ont in early days, 
to come up and be among the first to 
take him by the band. 
I further 
wish to rem ark that the people of Jx>s 
Angeles greet with equal pleasure the 
estim able wife of th e patriot, Mrs. 
John C. Fremont. The com mittee of 
arrangem ents lias very appropriately 
selected a Native Son of the Golden 
W est, the Cicero of Los Angeles, to 
deliver the address of welcome. This 
young gentlem an is a worthy son of 
a distinguished fam ily of Los Angeles, 
whose father was well acquainted 
with General Frem ont, and I know 
he will do full justice to the occasion. 
I take pleasure in introducing Hon. 
R. F. Del Valle. 
ADDKE88 OF WELCOME. 
The Hon. R. F. Del Valle in ex­ 
tending a welcome to the venerable 
and honored Path Finder, spoke as 
follows: I n the m idst of prosperity, 
activity and thrift we oftentimes lose 
sight of th o sj circumstances by which 
our status of enjoyment was immedi­ 
ately brought about, but no m an who 
has valliantly served his nation loses 
a place in the hearts of his country­ 
men. 
However the history of trials, 
of struggles, of privations and other 
circumstances may grow dim in mem ­ 
ory, th at of the hero and brave sol­ 
dier* who spent the flower of his life 
in bbkalf of the people and the cause 
h e loved better th an his own life, 
grows more fixed, more deep, and 
sacred to those w ho realize 
more 
vividly as the years go round, the 
great 
results 
th a t 
have 
gown 
from such acts. We are American 
citizens and us Americans we will not 
forget those who have the right to 
claim from us the most profound re­ 
spect, and to-night we are gathered to­ 
gether to welcome to our city the 
veteran who, in the face of such ob­ 
stacles as would turn the resolution of 
anything but an iron will, with a few 
trusty followers, threaded his way 
over the pathless desert and, a t the 
peril of his life, scaled the hoary, 
snow-crested and frowning tops of the 
Sierras and paved the way to the 
prospeiity we now enjoy. 
W ith one 
. voice we welcome you, General Fre­ 
mont, to the great and glorious State 
you helped to preserve and lead us to. 
We m ay now refer to past history, 
and wo find you in 1843-4 pressing 
westward to Salt Lake City, where 
your quick percept ions prompted you 
to advise the establishm ent of a m ili­

MOROCCO. 


T h e N e w T o w n t o b « S u r v e y e d 
a t O n c e . 
Should the rain cease and the skies 
clear to-morrow morning, a big gang 
of surveyors will leave this city and 
proceed to the center of the Kodeo 
De las Aguas ranch, and there, on the 
high mesa of the beautiful Cahtienga 
foothills, they will proceed with all 
possible dispatch to lay out the town 
of “ Morocco.” W hat a panorama of 
loveliness will greet the eyes of tho band 
of engineers! Backs to the mountains, 
which rise in majestic grandeur to 
tho North, they will look southward a 
few miles whe e the Pacific ocean will 
bo seen rippling under the rays of the 
morning sun. The course of Santa 
Monica bay stretches along the shore 
for many miles. The foreground will 
appear in charm ing contrast to the 
blue outline of the sea; for it will be 
in all directions a mass of living and 
vivid green. After the rain the grasses 
are growing apace, the flowers are 
springing already, albeit we still have 
a third of January to pass. The only 
signs of winter from where Morocco’s 
graceful towers are soon to rise, are 
the lofty peaks of the gieat snow­ 
capped m ountains to the east aud 
south-east, sixty miles away. Frosts 
never 
touch 
the mesa 
where 
the Rodeo r.c Lis Agnas lands bask 
in perpetual sunshine, which is only 
a little less warm in January than in 
June, and only a little less cool in 
July than in February. Heliotrope 
blooms there all days in the year, anil 
strawberries ripen every month. 
The surveyors will lay out the site 
of Morocco to cover 1000 acres of the 
best laud on the footstool. The lots 
will lie a full acre for the smallest 
aud five acres for the largest. 
Every 
street is to be 100 feet wide. 
The 
Messrs. H amtnel & Dinker, who own 
this land and who lay out Morocco, 
will grade all tho streets and lay all 
tho sidewalks. 
They will align every 
street with handsome trees and with 
plants which are usually accoflnted 
rare exotics. 
They will pipe mount­ 
ain water in abundance and as clear 
as crystal from Cold W ater Canon 
through every street,and under heavy 
pressure. 
The houses will all be 
made to conform to some broad gen­ 
eral plan. They will be placed well 
back from the streets, and the lawns 
will be made as artistic as a landscape 
garden. 
Although the lines around 
the site are yet to be run, yet there 
are not less than fifty persons who 
ore preparing as soon as the m ap is 
made to select their lots and at once 
proceed 
with 
all 
due 
dispatch 
to 
build 
their 
villas. 
By the 
end of summer there will be not 
less than 
100 
handsome houses 
raising their graceful outlines on the 
mesa, 
where the surveyors to-day 
will ru n their first lines.

I have no 
doubt the supposition is that her feet 
are corned and knocked out of joint, 
but it is a great m istake. I once 
challenged Mille. Paris with the re­ 
m ark “ I’ll bet your foot is a sight. 
I had touched the right string, a wo­ 
m an’s pride, and I knew I should get 
to see that delicate member, and that 
was just what I wanted. 
She took 
my knife and actually cut the foot off 
of an expensive stocking and exposed 
five as pretty toes as ever I saw. The 
foot was soft and pink without a sign 
of a corn. 
I asked her if it was pos­ 
sible to stand square upon the toe 
without 
the 
support of 
a shoe. 
The 
words 
were 
scarcely 
out 
of my mouth before she jumped upon 
a table and was revolving upon the 
point at reckless speed. 
It requires 
long years of practice to accomplish 
this and they m ust commence as very 
young children. Nine-tenths of them 
are never able to stand perfectly upon 
the point as Bella and Paris do, and 
even after they have acquired the 
strength of ankle—for the strengtli put 
forth, you know, is all in the ankle 
and not in the toe—they may fall 
short as to grace and be considered 
failures and drop into the ranks of the 
coryphees. 
Speaking of coryphees, 
Mr. Bolossy Kiralfy is the man of all 
men to handle tl em . I ’ll venture the 
assertion that there is not a coryphee 
in the world whose face will not look 
brighter and happier when his name 
is mentioned. 
They all know him, 
be they in Italy, Germany, France, 
Spain or England, and they know just 
how kindly he treats them too. 
For 
this very reason he is able to obtain 


the best dancers every summer when 
he goes to Europe. 
Although he 
brings them from the best schools 
they go back to Europe much better 
finished dancers, after a year under 
Bolossy Kiralfy's management.

CATARRH. 
The term Catarrh i6 applied to a peculiar disorder of the nostrils and adjacent parts 
which prevails to an alarming extent, and is productive of very serious cousequences. 
The most prominent and characteristic feature is a morbid discharge from the head, 
varying in its nature at different times. 
In some there is uu almost constant flow of clear, acrid fluid, but oftencr an offen­ 
sive, purulem or muco-purulent, greenish yellow matter is secreted, which accumulates 
in the nostrils or drops into the throat, necessitating Its frequent removal by blowing 
the nose or expect ration, and often by botn processes. Sometimes patients feel hh 
though their whole head was in u state of roltcuiiess, so great is the amount of matter 
discharged and so frctid Is its odor. The patient is greatly annoyed by the constant drop­ 
ping into the throat of the morbid matter from the head, uudas a recumbent position 
naturally favors tin*How downward, his rest, is frequently disturbed from this cause. 
Many sufferers are obliged to lie with the head very much elevated iu order to sleep with 
some degree of comfort. 
In others, a tough, viscid and offensive phlegm collects behind and above the soft 
palate, in the passage between the throat »ud head, adhering to the parts with Bluish 
tenacity. Its lodgment embarrasses respiration and Creates a sensation of irritation and

_ Cases are occasionally met with iu which a thick, viscid, slimy secretion coats the 
membrame of the nasal cavities and then putrefies, giving rise to a stench which is 
reffily overpowering, und sufficiently fetid to poison the atmosphere of a whole room, 
1 !ierc f1/0 *it^cr8 Jn which all secretions of the membrane arc suspended, causing an 
unpleasant feeling °J dryness, heat, and feverishuess In the head and nose—a condition 
popularly known as “Dry Catarrh.”

thefaceof so severe a character that it is frequently mistaken for neuralgia. 
The breath is always tainted and at times assumes an exceedingly fetid and sicken­ 
ing odor. In some cases it becomes bo revoltlugly offensive as to render the sufferer an 
object of disgust to himself as well as to others. 
The nasal membrane 1b thickened and congested, causing the nose to be stopped up, 
sometimes 011 one side, sometimes on the other, and often ou both, giving rise to a disa­ 
greeable stuffy s« usation in the head, and occasionally to violent and prolonged par­ 
oxysms of sneezing. 
, The voice is weak, iudistinct and husky, or of a nasal character, displaying a sort of 
sniffling quality. Oftentimes there is a continuous hoarschess and discord a ace. There 
is also a seusc of Irritation in the throat, and freqticnt attempts to clear the parta of 
phlegm, producing the sound “hem” more or less forcibly.

In this manner 
the difficulty spreads from organ to organ, invading the throat, iaryux, trachea and 
bronchial tutes, until, encroaching further aud further, It roaches the finer rami fications 
oi the bronchi, when but a slight impulse is required to send it to the luugs. Catarrh 
may, and often does, affect other organs in tho body, especially those containing u mu­ 
cous membrane, such as theStomuch, Bowels, Kidneys, Ac.

Progress Made in the la st 
Few Years. 


FOREIGN TYPES INTRODUCED. 


Successful 
Experim ents 
W ith 
Bordeaux, Burgundy \n d 
Rhine Wines. 


Ten years ago it might well be 
asked, to paraphrase Sydney Smith’s 
bitter gibe at American literature, 
Who drinks California wine? 
To­ 
day the question will be answered by 
thousands throughout the country, 
who have come to appreciate Califor­ 
nia’s best wine, obtained direct from 
the makers. This decade, which has 
seen the practical demonstration ot 
the proposition that California has 
the soil and climate adapted for the 
growing of the finest wine grapes of 
France and Germany, has also wit­ 
nessed reverses, failures and grievous 
disappointments among winemakers 
that were enough to kill the cour­ 
age of the most sanguine. 
Every 
step 
in 
the 
progress 
of 
the 
wine 
industry has 
cost infinite 
pains; every advance has been the 
result of experiments that frequently 
proved the worthlessness of whole 
vineyards. Nearly every prominent 
vineyardist of Northern California 
has at least three or four favorite for­ 
eign varieties of grapes which he has 
been forced to root up in succession 
because they have proved unavailable 
•for making a wine that will improve 
with age. 
In fact, the struggles of 
these men have been as long and as 
earnest as those of the raisin growers 
of Fresno county and Southern Cali 
fornia, or of the orange growers of Los 
Angeles and San Barnardino. 
And, 
unlike their bretheren of the South, 
they are still at sea in regard to many 
of the processes of winemaking and 
the value of numerous European var­ 
ieties. 
THE MISSION GRAPE. 
Wine-making in California dates 
back to the time of the Mission 
Fathers, to 1769, when Padre Juní­ 
pero Serra founded the first mission 
at San Diego. 
There the worthy 
priests planted the vine, olive, fig, 
pomegranate and other fruits. 
Their 
favorite grape was a mediuin-sized 
black grape, which grows in large, 
loose clusters, and is excellent for the 
table when freshly picked from the 
vine. 
It makes a fair red wine. Its 
origin is not known, some claiming 
that it was brought direct from Spain, 
others that it was propagated in Mex­ 
ico. However this may be, there is 
to-day no Spanish grape which it 
closely resembles, and it is a reflec­ 
tion upon the intelligence of the 
fathers that they should have brought 
acr.. ss the sea cuttings from so poor 
a variety as the Mission, when they 
had choice of a half dozen noble 
Spanish grapes. The mission grape 
makes a strong, sweet wiue that goes 
to the head like brandy. 
The fath­ 
ers had the monopoly of the vintage 
for many years, but at all the Span­ 
ish American haciendas, which Dana 
so well described in “TwoYears Before 
the Mast,” wine for the use of the 
household was made. 


PIONEESS IN WINE-MAKING. 
Early in the fifties, several enter­ 
prising Argonauts who had not suc­ 
ceeded in gold mining turned their at- 
teution to viticulture. 
They were 
struck with the immense crops borne 
by the Mission vine, and they bought 
vineyards and planted new ones. The 
pioneer was the late Charles Kohler, 
a musician with a great taste for 
country life. He was a good judge of 
wine, and he did much to foster the 
struggling industry of wine-making. 
Next to him stands Colonel Agoston 
Harazthy, 
who traveled 
through 
Europe, making studies of the best 
wine grapes, and then experimented 
with these varieties on Iiíb estate in 
Sonoma county. 
He imported the 
Hungarian grape called the Zinfandel, 
which is now the most popular for 
claret, and he was the first to give 
popularity to California clarets. It was 
a long time, however, before any sys­ 
tematic effort was made to import 
choice European varieties or to do any 
of the work of the present Viticultural 
Commission. To the German wine­ 
growers, among whom one of the 
pioneers was Jacob Schramm, of St. 
Helena, we owe the fine varietés from 
the Rhine districts, that have made 
California white wine popular. Among 
these are the Riesling, Burger and 
Golden Chasselas. 
EXPERIMENTS WITH FOREIGN 
GRAPES. 
It took mauy years and costly expe­ 
riments to determine what European 
varieties were best suited to different 
districts and soils, and what methods 
of culture and pruning would produce 
the best crops. Thus it was found 
that the Mission grape was well nigh 
worthless except for the making of 
heavy sweet wines and brandy, and 
that for both of these purjioses other 
varieties are far superior. Even in 
the souther» counties they still cling 
fondly to the old Mission variety, 
which excels all others in beariug, 
but the winemakers will soon be forced 
to graft the Mataro, the Trousseau or 
the Carignan on their Mission vines. 
These are as superior 
for ports 
or brandy as the finer claret grapes 
are to the Zinfandel. Valuable pio­ 
neer work in this field of testing the 
adaptability of foreign varieties to 
California soils has been done by H. 
W. Crabb, Captain Gustav Nibaum, 
Jacob Schramm, Captain J. H.Drum­ 
mond and Horatio Livermore. Each 
of these men has made a study of 
special varieties and has tested their 
viitues by practical 
trial. 
Many 
promising varieties bave been con­ 
demned in this way because they did 
not Buit certain localities, but these 
early errors are being rectified and 
every season sees some substantial 
addition made to the knowledge of 
our viticulturists. 
RESULTS OF PRACTICAL TRIALS. 
As a rule, >the California wine­ 
grower is a man of liberal views and 
great enterprise. The representative 
men of the different sections of the 
State, have the wise custom of visit­ 
ing one another’s vineyards and ex­ 
changing notes in regard to experi­ 
ments. In this way it has been prac­ 
tically demonstrated that the method 
of pruning bo long employed in this 
State íb fatal to success with the 
choice foreign grape, and that the 
climatic features of California are so 
various that different counties are the 
counterparts of a half-dozen famous 
wine districts. Thus, it has been 
shown that the upper Napa valley 
resembles Modoc and part of the 
Rhine volley; that lower Napa and 
Sonoma vaileys and portions of Liver­ 
more valley resemble the Burgundy 
district; that Fresno and San Bernar­ 
dino counties excel in the ripening 
and curing of the most famous raisin- 


E 
ipe in the world, the Muscat of 
exandria. Yet the education of oar 
wine-makers has only fairly begun, 
and*the next deccde ought to see a 
great ad ranee in the effort to approach 
the delicate flavor and the wholesome 
quality of the best Burgundy claret 
and Rhine wine types. 
WBBDWG OUT OLD VARIETIES. 
Leading winemakers have demon 
strated that it pays better to raise the 
choicest French and German grapes, 
■by bearers though they be, tnan to 
grow the common but prolific varieties. 
Heretofore good prices could be ob­ 
tained for the Mission grape, but 
there was an unwritten agreement 
this year between the large wine­ 
makers that not over $10 per ton 
would be paid for these grapes, and 
the result will be the grafting of old 
vineyards to better varieties and the 
planting of new ones to choice grapes. 
Six years ago the Zinfandel was the 
best claret grape, and every one was 
loud in its praise. Now it is releg­ 
ated 
to 
second place, and the 
choicest 
claret 
is 
made 
from 
the 
Cabernet 
Sauvignon, 
Melot 
and Verdot, in the proportion of three- 
fifths of the first and one-fifth of each 
of the others. These are the grains 
that are used in making the famous 
Latiltc 
and 
Margaux wines—the 
highest European types of clarets. 
Yet nothing has been found to take 
the place of the Zinfandel as a stock. 
The Cabernet Sauvignon is a shy 
bearer, and unless a man makes his 
own wine it will not pay him to grow 
this variety. Captain "Drummond of 
Glen Ellen has alse introduced two 
French claret varieties with much 
success— the St. Macaire and the 
Gros Maneen. 
OTHER RBI) AND WHITE WINE TYPES. 
It has been proved that several dis­ 
tricts in Central California are capa­ 
ble of producing the purest Bergundj* 
types. Some wine-makers use the 
Frauc Pinot, Pinot d’Epernaud, while 
others mix in equal proportion the 
Pinot Noir and the Petit Syrah. From 
the Hermitage has been imported 
and fairly tested the Petit Syrah 
and the Alondeso. Of that choicest 
of Sautarnes—Chateau Yquem—the 
California vineyardists make a good 
imitation from the Seinillon and 
the Sauvignon Blanc, with a slight 
blend of the Muscadel de Bordelais. 
From the Pinot Blanc is obtained a 
soft white wine resembling Chablis, 
that is meeting with great favor 
among 
connoisseurs. 
A 
variety 
from the Pyrenees, called the Tannat, 
has been used with much success 
in blending with the Bordeaux va­ 
rieties. It is a small grape, but a 
very heavy bearer. . 
DIFFICULTIES OF WINE-MAKING. 
All 
these choice wine varieties 
flourish well in Napa, Sonoma, Contra 
Costa, Alameda aud Santa 
Cruz 
counties. 
Many of the finest vine­ 
yards are on steep hillsides or on 
mountain tops once given up to chap- 
paral and greasewood. 
The grapes 
of most delicate flavor are produced 
on these high, thin lands of volcanic 
origin, on which the sun rests warm 
and long. 
But the troubles of the 
winemaker are only fairly begun 
when he has succeeded in acclimating 
his foreign varieties. He must know 
all about the processes of 
wiue 
fermentation 
and 
of 
blending. 
Most 
of 
the 
California 
wine­ 
makers are men who 
are 
well 
read, but they have been forced 
to 
gain the greater part of the 
knowledge in the winery by hard aud 
costly experience. 
What succeeds in 
France or on the Rhine rarely meets 
with the same result here. 
The 
differences of climate and soil must 
be carefully studied. 
The instinct 
which tells the winemaker when to 
draw off the fermenting juice from the 
vat, or what particular blend to make 
in order to produce a desired flavor or 
color, comes only from long training of 
the senses of smell, ta9te and sight. 
It is work which takes the best judg­ 
ment and it can never be safely 
delegated to subordinates. 
FERMENTATION. 
Even the most experienced wine­ 
makers are constantly learning new 
lessons in the treatment of wiue. 
The subject of fermentation is one of 
the most difficult to master, and 
many a cask of good wine lias been 
ruined through bad judgment in treat­ 
ing it during this delicate state. This 
year the excessive heat that prevailed 
during a greater part of the vintage, 
taught observant winemakers a valua­ 
ble lesson in fermentation. It has 
generally been the custom, when the 
grape 
juice 
and 
the 
skins 
in 
the vats showed signs of fermentation 
in three or 
four days, to 
leave 
the vats undisturbed for so long as a 
week before drawing oil’ the wine into 
casks. Tliis year the heat was so 
great that the wine threatened to 
spoil, owing to the rotting of the skins 
or the pomace, as it is called. 
Hence 
the wine was generally drawn off* in 
three days. The result showed as 
good color as usual with far finer 
flavor, and fermentation set in as 
soon as the wine was drawn off. The 
claim has been made that hitherto no 
good color could be secured for clar­ 
ets or Burgundies without leaving 
the skins in the juice for at least four 
or ll've days. Tho result has been 
made 
to 
impart 
that 
strong, 
disagreeable taste to the wine which 
is known as earthy. The conclusion 
reached by this year’s experience' is 
that the skins should he kept as short 
a time as possible with the juice, or 
must, as it is technically called. If 
the public could be educated to judge 
wine by the taste rather than by tlie 
color, there would be a great improve­ 
ment iu California wine. In the ef­ 
fort to secure a good color much of 
the wine is spoiled iu the fermenting 
vat, while this craving for high color 
leads to most of the adulteration with 
cherry juice and other compounds. 
NECESSITY OF CLEANLINESS. 
Next to care in fermentation, or, in 
fact, of equal importance, is eloanli 
ness in the winery. It is a difficult 
task to teach the French, Italian or 
German workman in the California 
winery the importance of tho same 
cleanliness that he would find neces­ 
sary in a dairy. The slightest care­ 
lessness in cleaning of casks will leave 
bits of old matter that will ruin the 
fine flavor of new wine. So, too, in 
tho vats and in the cellar. Nowhere 
should 
the 
fungus 
from 
wine 
fumes 
be 
allowed 
to 
gather, 
for it is sure to contaminate the 
wine. Yet in many California wine­ 
ries one will find nothing but the 
earthen floor, into which all impuri­ 
ties sink, and are given off in exhala­ 
tions ; the casks will be coated with 
dirt awaken ing the suspicion that what 
is foul without can not be wholly clean 
within. At tho best, wine making 
causes much d irt; the juice of the 
grapes Bticks; to everything; hence 
the necessity of washing out the 
winery every evening after tho opera­ 
tions of the day are over. It is a safe 
rule for the buyer to touch no wine 
from a dirty win» bouse or a foul 
cellar. 
SWEET WINES AND BRANDIES. 
Little has been said in this article of 
the wines of Southern California, be­ 
cause it has not yet been fairly dem­ 


onstrated that the southern counties 
can produce any line dry wines. That 
they make admirable sweet wines 
s h e r r y and brandy is conceded, but 
climate and the necessity of irrigation 
are opposed to any success with the 
choice clarets or Rhine wines. They 
make a heavy claret in Los Angeles 
that meets with much favor at the 
East, 
but 
the 
most 
competent 
experts agree in tho decision given 
above. 
In 
the 
northern 
and 
central counties many bad mistakes 
have been made in planting vineyards 
on low, heavy soil. This was the 
orror made by Senator Stanford at 
Vina, in Tehama coanty. There ho 
has tlie largest vineyard in the world, 
no less than J500 acres being planted 
to vines. 
He has many of the best 
varieties, but he has failed as yet to 
get any good wine. The land is rich, 
heavy loam. The fields lie along the 
banks of the Sacramento river. The 
heat is excessive in the vintage 
Reason. All these causes combine to 
ruin the flavor of the grapes and to 
make them practically worthless for 
anything but sweet wines and bran­ 
dies. There is no question that this 
will be the muin product of the vine­ 
yard hereafter. If Senator Stanford 
had put the same money that he has 
expended at Vina into a smaller vine 
yard in the Napa or Sonoma valleys, 
and had commissioned a competent 
manager to experiment with the best 
foreign 
wine grapes, 
he 
would 
have 
advanced 
Catifornia 
viti­ 
culture 
five 
years 
beyond 
its 
present ground. It needs some one 
with ample means to make these 
costly experiments, both in grape- 
growing aud wine-making, that are 
beyond the resources of the ordinary 
wine-grower. Valuable experimental 
work in determingthe adaptability of 
soils and the best process of culture 
has been done by Professor Hilgard, 
of the State University, but he is 
hampered for means and time. 
TWO PROMISING SCHEMES. 
Two experiments have been begun 
this season which promise to be of 
;rcat value. One is the must con­ 
denser, which has prepared this fall 
1000 tons of must for shipment to 
London. 
There it will be admitted 
duty free, and there the inventor 
claims he can convert it into the 
finest wine. If the scheme is a suc­ 
cess it will give an enormous im­ 
pulse to the wine industry in Califor­ 
nia. The other scheme is the estab­ 
lishment of a wine warehouse in this 
city. It has been proved that wines 
mature best on this peninsula where 
an even temperature may be secured 
with less trouble than in the interior. 
In the old sugar refinerv here more 
than a half million gallons are now 
stored. 
The managers advance 10 
cents on the gallon, and this sum is 
found of material assistance by wine­ 
makers, saving mauy from tlie hard 
necessity of selling their new wines at 
low prices. Tke broadening of the 
scope of this enterprise will do much 
to help the struggling winemaker. 
GROWTH OF THE WINE INDUSTRY. 
No better idea of the growth of the 
wine industry in California can lie ob­ 
tained than from the statistics of the 
last few years. The acreage planted 
in vines has increased from 65,000 
acres in 1881 to 250,000 acres this 
ear, of which 160,000 acres are in 
bearing vines. Last year’s vintage 
was one of tho best in the history of 
the State, the most conservative esti­ 
mates placing the yield at 17,000,000 
galloas. This year, owing to “coul- 
ure,” burning up of the grapes by dry 
hot 
winds 
and 
extreme " hot 
weather, 
the 
yield 
will 
not 
reach over 
14,000,000 gallons, of 
which 2,000,000 will be sweet wines, 
3,000,000 brandy and the remainder 
dry wines. Next year, if the season 
is good, the enormous acreage of 
young vines that will come into bear­ 
ing ought to lift the product to 30,­ 
000,000 gallons. The capital invested 
in viticulture in California is es­ 
timated 
at 
$75,000,000. 
The 
shipments 
of wine 
by 
sea and 
rail 
in 
1885 
were 
5,022,474 
gallons;

A BOUSE AND ITS FRESCOES. 


H m Ancient Wall - Ktrnscau 
Tombs—Christian Art in 
a Boman House. 


Writing to the New York Tima from 
Lansanne, Lucy M. Mitchell says: 
“The great upheaval in modern Home, 
caused by the extensive public im- 
jeovements, the laying out of new 
atreets and the regulation of the Tiber, 
has brought with it many archicologi- 
cal discoveries of deep interest, add­ 
ing to our knowledge of the ancient 
time, and revealing fresh treasures to 
awaken our admiration, already be­ 
wildered by the glories of the Eter­ 
nal City. Not the least among these 
art treasures is the house discovered 
in the garden o£ the Villa Farnesiua, 
otherwise so widel)\known for its fres­ 
coes from the hand of Raphael. 11}' the 
almost miraculous preservation of 
Pompeii and Herculaneum the mod­ 
em world has been brought face to 
face, as it were, with the life of the an­ 
cients. In these cities do we espec­ 
ially obtain a vivid impression of the 
extent to which art adorned the com- 
rrinn walks of the people. The gayly- 
frescoed walls and marble courts give 
us a picture of the charms which per­ 
vaded the homes of the citizens, pen­ 
etrating even the humble abodes of 
the poor. The frescoes on the Pala­ 
tine Hill, long since brought to light, 
had shown to some extent that the 
same taste in adorning private dwell­ 
ings existed in Rome itself, but the 
recent discovery of this ancient house 
in the Farnesiua garden furnishes 
still clearer witness to the fact. But 
while the frescoes in Pompeii, beauti­ 
ful though they be, are evidently the 
work of provincial artists, this Roman 
house bears witness to the exercise 
of talents aud skill of a higher order, 
aa might be expected in the 
great capital. The German Arch­ 
aeological Society at Rome has 
earned the well-merited thanks of all 
lovers of antiquity, and that in one of 
its most attractive aspects, by pub­ 
lishing in the large and well-executed 
plates of their Monument! accurate 
and exhaustive reproductions of the 
frescoes which still adorn the walls 
of this ancient villa. A word descrip­ 
tion seems barren indeed when com- 
Eired with these eloquent sheets, 
ere a wealth of harmoniously 
blended color is seen throwing its ex­ 
quisite veil over plaster and stucco. 
Uhaste ornamentation, such as in­ 
spired Raphael and the other workers 
of the Renaissance, winds its fasci­ 
nating tracery over the whole. 
see on the walls borders, friezes, 
columns, masks, caryatids, and 
the architectual illusions of tem­ 
ple columns aud open doors, com- 
oombined in graceful symmetry, 
while the paneling is reserved for 
choice mural paintings which would 
suggest themes without number for 
the artist of ideal and allegorical sub­ 
jects. These paintings, which are 
conceived as held in a grand archi­ 
tectural frame, are of most varied 
themes. 
One of the largest repre­ 
sents the infant Dionysius in the 
nursing care of the nymphs. Another 
gem, representing Aphrodite, her at­ 
tendant perhaps Peitno, and Eros, is 
probably a copy of some celebrated 
Ancient painting, in which the 
mrtist reproduced in Aphrodite’s 
figure the type of ancient idols, as 
seen in old terra cottas, a method 
familiar also from the paintings of 
Pompei 
The beautiful goddess is 
adorned with her polos (castellated 
crown), and holds the lily in her hand, 
aa she sits on her throne while she is 
being veiled by her attendant behind 
her. Winged Eros stands before her 
as if awaiting her commands. Nothing 
in the whole range of Pompeiian wall* 
painting can awaken the admiration 
produced by this work, in which the 
old representation of the goddess with 
archaic crown has been transformed 
by tho artist in the spirit of the new 
life of his time, probably the fourth 
century B. C. Other paintings, scenes 
connected with worship, the stage, 
the court and daily life go to adorn 
the walls of the Far’nesina house. 
The removal of the buildings and 
the accumulations of ages on the 
Eequiline and Viminal hills at Rome 
has reached the archaeological strata 
below the historic city, touching the 
primitive level of the soil. Upon this 
was built the oldest Roman wall, that 
of Servius Tulius, with its aggpr, 
which had to be removed to make 
way for modem buildings. The 
mains of primitive habitations were to 
be recognized, but, by far more mani­ 
festly, a vast necropolis, the sepulchres 
of which appear in groups at intervals, 
all over the extensive area of the city, 
comprised by the streets Merulana, 
fit. Martino, Della Statuto, tho Piazzo 
Victorio Emmanuele and the Villa 
Bpithover, the same zone through 
( which extendB the Servian wall. In 
none of these ancient tombs, accord­ 
ing to Pigorini, have been found traces 
of cremation. The mode of sepulture 
give evidence of extreme antiquity. 
Of the greatest significance for arch­ 
' ygy ig the fact that in each tomb 
_ found an earthen cup, character- 
icfcic of the prehistoric lake dwellings 
and the age of bronze, existing in tho 
Talley of the Po, therefore older than 
the cemetery of the Via Della Statuto, 
which belongs to the first age of 
lion. This strengthens the opinion of 
¿hose who seek to find the origin of 
the early inhabitants of Latnim in the 
known under the generic name 
of lake dwellers. Confronted with 
these races, the hoary natne3 of Ro­ 
mulus and Remus with their wolf- 
aurse become almost our contempor- 
and ancient Rome seems s 
modem city. On breaking up the 
Servian wall at a point where it was 
Intact in its whole height and without 
signs of having been disturbed, 


antiquity, bringing forth treasures of 
information to light up its history 
and aid in forming a picture of its 
civilization. 'Often from the most 
neglected remains-unexpected light is 
thrown upon -ancient institutions. 
For this reason Dreesel, in his study 
of the past, draws attention to an in­ 
teresting dissertation before the Ro­ 
man Archaeological Society at Rome, 
to the great importance attached tq 
the stamped bricks so extensively 
used in the structures of the ancient 
city. The city of brick which Augus­ 
tus transformed into one of mar­ 
ble has become to us, in some 
degree, once more one of brick, for 
the spoliation of centuries has not 
torn from it its splendid marble man­ 
tle. These bones of the grand skel­ 
eton have for us a special importance 
as genuine documents, confirming 
and correcting the other chronological 
sources. During the time of the first 
four Emperors the kilns in Northern 
Italy were the monopoly of these 
rulers, but the enormous manufacture 
in Rome itself during this time was 
in the hands of private persons, par­ 
ticularly of one wealthy family, the 
Domicli, who furnished the city 
with brick from the middle of 
the first century for more than 100 
years. • The tendency which had been 
increased on the part of the Emperors 
to get this industry more and more 
into their own hands was still more 
pronounced under Trajan, who ap­ 
pears on bricks as the proprietor of 
kilns, although under the concealed 
name, ‘*Our Cfl?sar.” More frequent­ 
ly still has been found tho name of 
his wife, Plotina, who was the posses­ 
sor of numerous kilns. The series ot 
consular dates on bricks commences 
before the death of Hadrian, to con­ 
trail with some interruptions, down 
to the year 1(54, the beginning of the 
reign of Marcus Aurelius. The ques­ 
tion arises why the sudden interrup­ 
tion at this point? The answer is 
partly 
given 
by 
the 
an­ 
nals " of 
history. 
A terrible 
malady, brought from the Orient by 
the soldiers of L. Vero, invaded and 
devastated, together with Rome, a 
large part of the Roman Empire. 
During the whole reign of M. Aure­ 
lius it scourged Rome and Italy, so 
that whole cities remained without 
inhabitants, towns fell to ruin, and 
the abandoned fields ran to forest. 
This blight on the city checked also 
the industry in brickmaking, although 
it does not explain why from now on 
chronological notices on the bricks 
should have ceased. In the family 
of Marcus Aurelius were united a 
considerable number of kilns, which 
may be partly 
explained by 
the 
fact 
that 
that Emperor 
was the heir of Domieia Lucilla 
of the family above mentioned. 
But the existence oi many private 
kilns along side of the imperial ones 
shows that the administration did not 
aim at the complete monopoly of 
brickmaking, and with reason, for the 
factories were, to a great extent, in 
the hands of persons illustrious by 
birth and powerful by position, worthy 
of deference on the part of the reign­ 
ing dynasty. In fact, among the num­ 
ber of these names, besides the high 
persons attached to the imperial 
aouse, were not a few Iprds and still 
more ladies, belonging to the high 
aristocracy—consuls, knights, of many 
of whom ño other record is left in the 
history than is on these humble 
tiles. * The political shock which shat­ 
tered tho foundations of imperial­ 
ism, and the events which followed, 
are reflected alss in the Roman bricks. 
Septimus, Severus and Caracal la are 
not only the last Emperors whose 
names "appear in the stamps of the 
third century, but with them the pro­ 
duction bocómes apparently reduced 
to minimum proportions," and the 
custom of stamping, too, ceased for 
the rest of the period. The epoch of 
Diocletian and Constantine shows a 
revival of tho industry, due to the ex­ 
tensive construction of new baths and 
other public edifices. The last period 
in the series of stamps is that ofThoo- 
doric and Atalaric, whose names are 
found quite frequently on a series of 
riles.Thus one of the lea^t languid 
flashes of Roman life, before it spent 
itself in the darkness of a miserable 
ruin, found expression in the imprint 
on bricks. So, aleo, broken bits of

'With the indefatigability of bees, 
'ogists continue from year to 
their search among the ruina of 


pottery have their story to tell from 
the olden Roman time. Among the 
interesting results of modem investi­ 
gation are those by Dressel concern- 
ng that unique object, Mount Tes- 
taccio, which has awakened the curi­ 
osity of so many s’rangers. The ori- 
;in of the stupendous pile of broken 
ragments of pottery and glass has 
been explained as due to a grant made 
by King Tarquinius Prisolis to 
the potters, an opinion based on the 
statements of learned men of the 
fifteenth and sixteenth centuries. 
De Rosi draws attention to the fact, 
however, that a fit’ll earlier writer, 
Nicola Signorilli gives quite a differ­ 
ent explanation, s lying that the 
Mount Testaccio, as the pottery bears 
witness, is made up of the piles of 
fragments of vessels in which the 
yearly tribute had been brought to 
Home from the various provinces, 
and that any incredulous person may 
satisfy himself by examining the frag­ 
ments on which the names of the 
provinces are to be read. This was, 
moreover, the opinion with regard 
to the origin of the mount prevalent 
among 
the 
populace of Rome 
throughout the middle aces and fur­ 
nished a striking instance of how pop­ 
ular traditions may hold nearer to 
the truth than the wiseacres of science. 
Two archicologists—Bruzza and Dres­ 
sel—on recently investigating the 
fragments of vases on the Testaccio, 
recognized such provincial names, in 
particular those of Africa and Spain. 
Dressel, extending his observation, 
has also found many indications of 
the potter’s industry on the left 
bank of the Tiber, opposite Testaccio, 
Attention is turned by Helbig to a 
valuable witness in tracing the origin 
of the statue of the athlete pouring 
oil from his right into his left baud. 
The keen eye of Braun had some time 
ago brought him to the conclusion 
that this type originated with Myron, 
basing his induction on the two 
replicas in the galleries of Munich and 
Dresden. 
There was, however, a 
missing link in his argument, since 
neither of the replicas showed prop­ 
erly the style of that master. This 
link is now supplied by a statuette in 
the possession of Baron Giovanni Bar- 
racco, likewise representing an oil 
pouriDg athlete. The type of the 
face and the characteristics of the 
nude in this statuete correspond with 
the celebrated Discobolus, an un­ 
doubted original by Myron, and thus 
another glimpse is obtained of the 
style of this great master, who ex­ 
ercised so important an influence in 
carrying art from the quaint archaic 
types of early times over to the fewer 
productions of the age of Phidias. 
We moderns have certainly made 
some advance in the manufacture of 
artificial limbs, if we may judge from 
the one found in a tomb in Capua. 
This rude invention was of wood from 
the ankle to about the knee, and the 
bronze covering extended fifteen 
centimeters above the wood. The 


vacant space than formed doubtedlese 
served to receive the thigh. Into 
this upper part of the bronze were 
joined three or four iron pins, which 
seemed to have served as attach­ 
ments. In the “ Annali” Rorbach 
discussed the ruined temple of Ditna, 
situated on the lovely shores of Lake 
Nomi, which had been partly ex­ 
plored in the seventeenth century, 
hut has yielded new treasures 
under the recent researches of 
Sir F. Savile Lumlep and Prince 
Orsini. Besides portions of marble 
statues, architectural fragments and a 
quantity of inscriptions, there have 
come to light a great number of terra 
cottas, especially votive objects, un­ 
questionably in connection with the 
worship of Diana, and mentioned by 
the poet Ovid (Fast. HI., 2<>3 fig.) as 
placed in this temple. Some of the 
terra cottas were probably part of the 
architecture of the roof the temple or 
an adjacent building, since one rep­ 
resents the goddess herself. Others 
ara statues, either somewhat below 
life siz<i or smaller. Tho other terra 
cottas, 
clearly 
votive 
offerings 
aud made in the vicinity, were 
found 
in 
such quantities 
as 
to lead to tho conclusion that 
there was here a depository for 
objects, which, after being exposed 
for a long time, were set apart to make 
room for others. Many have strong 
resemblance to glazed objects found 
in Rome in systemizing the Tiber, 
the heads in both having a diadem 
around them, which has, however, 
no significance, but simply served the 
artist a good turn in concealing the 
jointure of the pieces from the mold. 
With fewexceptions they are ordinary 
work and do not reach beyond the 
first period of the empires. Votive 
hands, feet and legs, and animals 
were also found, besides numerous 
sbjects devoted to tho cast of Diana 
Lucina, which refer to her as a de­ 
liverer iu most various diseases. 
The continuation of the excavation 
if Etruscan tombs at Carneto has 
Drought to light a largo number of 
most ancient graves, which were 
found intact. For this reason Helbig 
Unds them of great service in deter­ 
mining the original disposition of the 
objects found with the entombed. 
One class of vessels were found regu­ 
larly at the right hand, the drinking 
vessels, such as the cups, chalices and 
kanthaupi, at the left hand. The oil 
vessels (unguentarii) were likewise 
placed near the hands, while the 
plates, olle aud other receptacles for 
food were placed near the head and 
ieet. The metallic spirals, found to­ 
gether, with iron carvings on each 
side of one body, go to show that these 
spirals, which have caused much dis­ 
cussion, were certainly not earrings. 
The only other supposition is that 
they served as hair ornaments to 
bind the tresses and braids usual in 
archaic times. The principal im­ 
portance of the recent excavations is 
the rich material furnished for the 
study of the ceramic art, and the 
opinion finds confirmation that many 
of the earliest Esrusean vases date 
fiom a time when the potter’s wheel 
was not in use, or, at least, in so 
primitive a form as scarcely to be 
worthy of the name. Among the im­ 
ported Greek vases the great numbers 
if unguentarii is mo4 remarkable. 
Seventeen of these were found ac­ 
companying a single body, showing 
what great prominence unguents had 
in the commerce Which the Greeks 
carried on with Etruscans in the sixth 
century, B. C. The multiplicity of 
these articles seems to indicate that 
they occupied a position similar to 
those held bv cotton stuffs aud alco­ 
holic beverages to-day in the rela­ 
tions of Europeans to barbarous na­ 
tions. 
In the “Annali,” 1885, Undset of­ 
fers interesting thoughts on the most 
ancient necropoli of Etruria, based 
on tho systematic excavations made 
since 1881 at Cerneto. 
Etruscan 
combs may receive a four-fold classi­ 
fication according to their age. The 
oldest form, a pozzo, is a simple pit 
excavated in the rock. In a narrow 
depression in the bottom was placed 
the hand-made ossuary for the cre­ 
mated bones, or sometimes in a cylin­ 
der of nenphro, placed in the pit 
itself. These tombs contained primi­ 
tive fibulic, crescent-shaped razors 
and other small objects, all in bronze. 
Occasionally in the oldest, of these 
tombs the singular hut-shaped urn. a 
rude representation of the earthly 
dwelling, and called capana urn, is 
used as the ossuary. At a later 
date the cylinder of nenphro is sup­ 
planted by a dolhim, a vessel of glazed 
¡lottery. The second form of tombs, 
those "a fossa, was an oblong cut in the 
rock, large enough to hold tho skele­ 
ton, and shows the passage from cre­ 
mation to burial. A third form, the 
tomb a casta, differs but sl’ghtly from 
the last mentioned. The remains are, 
however, not interred directly in the 
rock, but first placed in a casé of nen­ 
phro, a rudimentary form of sarco­ 
phagus. In these are found no cre­ 
mated remains. A fourth class is to 
bé noticed, the tomb a camera, con­ 
sisting of a mortuary chamber hewn 
horizontally in the rock. Of these the 
more ancient are without decoration, 
but characterized by the presence of 
Corinthian vases. At a later date they 
become more ornate with mural paint­ 
ings, painted vases, etc. 
The most interesting stage in the 
investigation of theee ancient pnrts of 
the metropolis is that in which ap­ 
pears burial as taking the place of 
cremation. 
From this period the 
passage to the garnished sepulchral 
chambers of flourishing Etruscan art 
is clear and continuous. There are 
two theories on the subject of this in- 
troduction of burial without burning. 
The one is held by those who consider 
that the old tombs, a pozzo, with cre­ 
mated remains belong to an epoch 
which they call Umbrian, anterior to 
the Etruscan, and that the first ap­ 
pearance of the Etruscans coincides 
with the new mode of sepulture. The 
other view is that there is traceable 
in all these tombs a progressive devel­ 
opment, brought about by persistent 
aud constantly increasing transmarine 
foreign influence. The advocates of 
the latter theory base it on the fac 
that the contents of the richest and 
latest of the a pozzo, or oldest class, 
are found equally in the more ancient 
tombs of the second uud third class. 
The progress here, as elsewhere, 
must doubtless have taken place in 
the following manner: Tho rich and 
those holding high social posi­ 
tions would 
be 
the 
first to 
receive 
the 
new 
and elabo­ 
rate innovations coming from abroad, 
which then, in time, become more 
generally adopted. The cases would 
then be frequently where the poorer 
tombs with more antique objects and 
more simple equipments would be 
found alongside of those presenting 
more elaborate and more recent types. 
A touch of nature is thrown around 
those old days when we find, as in 
some parts of the necropolis at Corn­ 
eto, that the more ancient tambs had 
been disturbed by the grave-diggers of 
a later day. In excavating a late 
tomb composed of two chambers there 
was found near the entrance a semi­ 
circular opening in the wall, which 
gave evidence of being the relic of an 


older tomb, a pozzo. It would seem 
here that to form the two sepulchral 
chambers it had been found necessary 
to destroy one or more older tombs. 
In tho roof of the second chamber 
also was found a hole, across which 
was to be seen the ossuary for cre­ 
mated bones, usual in the oldest 
times. Its bottom had been broken 
off by the roof of the newer burial 
chamber, but the contents had 
been treated jrith due respect 
and left intact. 
In another case, 
while digging, an old a pozzo tomdhad 
been damaged, cutting off part of the 
upper wall, hut here also an attempt 
was made to repair the injury by wall­ 
ing up the aperture with stones, and 
so in ot!>er cases. This intiusion of 
later builders does not. however, 
prove, as has been claimed by some, 
that they were a hostile race, but can 
l»o explained by the great lapse of 
time, during which the earlier bury­ 
ing grounds would bo lost sight of— 
an explanation the men readily 
accepted, since not the slight­ 
est indications have been found 
that the old tomb a pozzo had 
any 
visible 
monuments above 
ground. In some rare cases, it is 
true, the lapse of time may have 
weakened the feeling of reverence and 
so have caused the destruction of ttie 
sepulchres of long before. It is in­ 
teresting that the large fibula' of gold 
with their developed forms found in 
tlie more recent tombs resemble in 
style those found in the most ancient. 
They testify to the great lenght of 
time which elapsed and the holding 
off to these forras, even after the 
fibula- in actual use had received 
much more modern shapes, forces to 
the conclusion that they were fabri­ 
cated especially for burial and sacred 
purposes. Still further confirmatory 
of this uninterrupted connection is 
the finding of inscriptions on uessels 
in ancient tombs, as nt Volci, show­ 
ing that the oldest tyj>e of tombs 
was In vogue even after the introduc­ 
tion of the alphabet. Following up 
the analogies of these most ancient 
tombs oí Cometo throughout Italy, 
which he 'inds to be of astonishing 
extent, Undsct then discusses the 
origin of this group aud the mode in 
which it was formed and extended. 
Here the first inquiry is whether I 
those regions offer anything from an 
epoch still older w hich could possibly 
give the incentive to and furnish the 
germs of this growth. These more 
ancient remains seem to be those 
found in north Italy in the lake 
dwellings and pfahlbanten of the 
age of bronze; here the cremated 
bones are in ossuaries, sometimes 
with vases and utensils of bronze, 
similar to those of the oldest tombs at 
Bologna. While it is not possible to 
enter fully into the subject here, it 
may suffice to say that the widely-ex­ 
tended prehistoric civilization traces 
of which have been found so ex­ 
tensively in Central Eastern Europe, 
as in Hungary, marks a movement 
from north to south, and formed the 
remote antecedent of the oldest 
neero¡>oli of Italy. In tracing the 
connection of the objects found, we 
look outside of Italy. Here Olympia 
in Greece first claims attention with 
it? numerous objects in metal, brought 
to light in recent years, which 
present a great variety of forms 
already 
recognized 
in 
Italy. 
So 
"also 
the 
Attic 
necrop­ 
olis, the Dipylon, yielded objects ana­ 
logous to those of’ Italy. They are 
also found in the remote Caneasus, in 
the Troas, Cyprus and North Africa. 
The necropoli of Kameiros and Italy- 
sis, on the Island of Rhodes, have 
furnished many objects perfectly cor- 
res¡>onding to the ancient group iu 
Italy. This coincidence in the finds 
in tombs on the coastlands on the 
Mediterranean, as well as other 
reasons, lead at once to the thought 
that the Phienicians were the media­ 
tors of this diffusion. The influence 
of 
foreign 
importations 
in 
Utruscan arts, so marked in later 
times, can be traced also in the oldest 
tombs a pozzo, as seen in a few scarabs, 
the glass pearls, and other small ob­ 
jects found at Corneto, Bologna, etc. 
The architectural style is also under 
foreign influence. This is evident in 
the transmutations of Egyptian and 
Phoenician symbols; in fact the same 
motives are traceable here as in the 
Greek style of the Attic graves of the 
Dipylon." Thus early Etruscan and 
Greek were surrounded by the same 
influences, but how different the 
growth from the same seed in the 
different soils. In fact, it is evident 
that foreign influence became so strong 
in Etruria as to Biipplant the older 
funeral rite of cremation by the uni­ 
versal Oriental custom of burial. 
Before closing I cannot fail to men­ 
tion a discovery of great interest just 
mado in Rome, beneath the Church 
of St. .John and Paul, by the Passiou- 
ist father, I’cre Germano. Under the 
¡irincipal altar were found at first two 
rooms of a Roman house of the fourth 
century. On exploring further a third 
room was uncovered, seven meters 
long and four meters wide. Prof. 
Gatti judges this, from its position 
and size, to be the Tabliniuin. The 
parts which have been exposed show 
remarkable paintings. In the Tab- 
linium, besides tho pagan pictures, 
representing animals, hippocamps, 
country scenes, and allegorical decora­ 
tions, there were also Christian sub­ 
jects. These were, among others, 
Moses removing his sandals before as­ 
cending the mountain, a scene like 
that found at St. Calliste; a woman 
in attitude of prayer, dressed in a 
dalmática, having a necklace oi pearls 
about her head. This is the first in­ 
stance in which Christian paintings 
have been found in a noble house. 
Heretofore we have been confined to 
the rude productions in the cata- 
comes from the hands of the perse­

FATHER M’GETTIGAN. 


An Account of the Late Pri­ 
mate of All Ireland. 


IS LABOR IN A LA EBE FIELD . 


H e Snffered 
Im p riso n m en t 
for 


H orse S te a lin g Ita th e r T han 
D isclose S ecrets. 


The death of th e Most Rev. Daniel 
M cGettigan, A rchbishop of Armagh, 
will recall to the public the curious 
fact th a t his late Graco was “ Prim ate 
of all Ireland,” while the Archbishop 
of Dublin is titularly “ Prim ate of Ire­ 
lan d .” 
The dead A rchbishop suffered iin- 
w risonm ent for refusing to disclose 
the secrets of the confessional. I t is 
rather a peculiar fact th at his pqpu* 
larity and his rise to power daled 
from his conviction as a horsethief. 
Archbishop McGettigan was born 
in Clotighancely, County Donegal, 
th e son of a well-to-do farmer, who 
gave him a good prelim inary educa­ 
tion. 
Ho went to the famous Catho­ 
lic College of M aynooth, and after or­ 
dination was sent as curate to Glens- 
willy. in the Diocese of 
Ruphoo, 
which embraces the greater portion 
of the County Donegal. 
The Glen of Glenswilly was then 
famous for tho distillation of illicit 
whisky, and the sale of th e products 
of tho mountain stills originated what 
was known all over the country as the 
“ Glenwilly decree.” At christenings, 
wakes and weddings “ potheen” was 
a 
necessity, 
and 
therefore 
was 
never wanting. Paym ents for the 
“ native” were 
always 
made 
in 
the 
autum n, 
when 
the harvest 
had been gathered in. 
If there was 
any dispute about paym ent, a secret 
court was held and the case was tried 
before a jury of the neighbors. This 
was, in fact, a general practice with 
the people of Glenswilly, who could 
not be induced to recognize the gen­ 
eral law of the land as made at West­ 
m inster. 
If the verdict was in favor 
of the plaintiff, the “ Judge” issued 
his “ decree” authorizing the seizure 
of any property the defendant might 
possess which could be easily carried 
off and disposed of. 
This decree was 
more binding and more resected 
than any decree of a regular court. 
A SECRET REVEALED. 
The desd Prim ate, then the curate 
of Glenswilly. joined with the others 
to put an end to this state of affairs, 
as great abuses and injustices had be­ 
gun to grow out of it 
In the confes­ 
sional a m an told him how he had 
seized a neighbors horse on one of 
these “ decree-;,” and sold it at a fair 
in a distant town. The priest insisted 
th at before he could give the penitent 
absolution he must recover the horse 
and restore it to the owner. The pen­ 
itent finally promised to do so, and 
said he would leave the hoise in the 
priest’s stable. Un the third morn­ 
ing the priest found the horse in his 
stable and notified the owner to come 
for it. 
This reached the ears of a magis­ 
trate w ho regarded priests as the big­ 
gest kind of criminals. This magis­ 
trate, who was also a land agent, 
sent for the man whose horse had 
been stolen, and told him that if he 
would not prosecute the priest or 
make him.tell who had actually stolen 
the horse he would eject him . The 
priest refused to disclose the secret of 
th e confessional and was arrested as 
the thief. 
He was taken a prisoner 
to Giflord, the county town of Done­ 
gal, and put on trial. 
In reply to the 
counsel for the crown the farmer said 
he found his horse in tho priest’s 
stable. The horse had been stolen 
from 
him 
a 
week 
previous. 
The Assize Judge 
and nlj others 
connected 
with 
the 
case 
knew 
well 
th at 
the . priest 
had 
not 
only notstolen tho horse, but that his 
connection with the m atter had been 
guided purely by a spirit of right and 
justice. The offer \va9 made to him 
th at if he would give the nam e of the 
real thief he could go free. To this 
th e priest replied that were his life at 
stake he could not betray the secrecy 
and sanctity of the confessional. 
“ Then,” said the Judge, “ the horse 
was found in your possession, and be­ 
fore the law you are the guilty party, 
and I sentence you to throe m onths’ 
im prisonment in the county jail on 
bread and w ater.” 
1IE SERVED HIM TERM. 
Father M cGettigan served his term, 
and on his liberation every hilltop 
and mountain in Donegal was ablaze 
w ith bonfires, and the rejoicing of the 
people resounded through the valleys. 
The then Bishop of Raphoe, who, by 
the way, was also nam ed McGetti­ 
gan, was then growing old and ill 
able to attend to the episcopal duties 
of his large, mountainous diocese, 
where, in those 
days, 
locomotion 
m eant “ shank’s m are,” the jaunting- 
car or horseback. The people agita­ 
ted the question of th e appointment of 
a coadjutor, and Father McGetligan, 
th e m an who had been convicted for 
horse-stealing, was chosen with the 
right to succeed the old Bishop on 
his death. 
The Roinan authorities, who had 
heard of the young priest’s sacrifice 
for the faith, prom ptly indorsed the 
choice of the priests and people, and 
the ex-convict was made a bishop. 
H is adm inistration of the Diocese of 
Raphoe was very successful, and he 
did much to put down faction fighting 
and all kinds of disorder. 
• W hen the primal See of Armagh— 
the See of St. Patrick—became vacant 
some fifteen years ago, Dr. McGetti­ 
gan was chosen to fill it by the Bish­ 
ops of Ireland, tho bishops having tho 
appointment to th a t See. 
A GOOD STORY. 
Dr. M cGettigan was a large man, 
standing about six feet two inches. 
H e was of a very amiablo disposition 
and led a very sim ple life. 
Many 
good stories are told about his sim­ 
plicity and the ease with which sharp 
people would “ take him in .” One is 
th a t once while living at Ballyshannon 
a hand of traveling tinkers visited the 
town. 
A virugo of a woman in the 
band wanted to get married to a 
dim inutive dealer in donkeys. 
The 
priest refused to perform the ceremony 
and sent her to the Bishop. Knowing 
nothing of the antecedents of the 
parties the Bishop put the fee for a 
“ dispensation” to get married at a 
guinea, believing the parties did not 
possess and could not procure that 
am ount. 
“ Very well,” said the virago, clos­ 
ing the parlor door behind her with a 
bang. She returned in about an honr, 
leading the dim inutive donkey dealer 
by the arm. 
She laid down the 
guinea and asked th at the ceremony 
should proceed. The Bishop had to 
keep hi* wfiyd, and perfonned the job. 
As the bride 
from her bosom a| 


handing it to the Bishop, remarked: 
“ You can now go and redeem your 
overcloak.” The piece of paper was 
a pawn ticket. 
When the woman 
left the Bishop the first time she took 
his largo Balmoral cloak from the 
hall and carried it to the solitary 
pawnshop in the town and got two 
guineas on it. She paid one guinea 
for the ceremony ana had the other 
left.—[New York Telegram. 


TH EY FLY BY NIGHT. 


T l i r N o c t u r n a l F l i g h t o f m i g r a ­ 
t o r y H i n t s f u r i o u s l y P r o v e d . 
Readers of Frank Leslie h Illustrated 
Newspaper will rem em ber the illus­ 
tration given in a recent issue of the 
destruction of birds by the electric 
lights of Bartholdi's statue. 
In con­ 
nection w ith this subject there is an 
interesting scientific fact of recent 
discovery. The question as to why 
the birds are found there at night nat­ 
urally occurs to every reader. The 
poets' tell of the feathered warblers 
retiring 
at 
nightfall to bush and 
brake, and, excepting the owl or bat 
they 
are 
not 
supposed 
t>o 
be 
circulating about the sky at night 
like m oths around a candle. 
Does 
tho vivid light fascinate and draw 
them from the bushes where they are 
resting? This m ight perhaps be; true 
of a lighthouse, where a fct tile country 
bordered the sea. 
But the stutute of 
Liberty is more than a mile from the 
land. 'B edloc’s Island is not suited 
for a resting-place for m igrating birds 
in largo num bers, and the roofs and 
tenements of New* York and New 
Jersey, which surround the statute, 
have 'n e v e r been known as 
their 
resorts. 
The answer to 
this 
interosting 
enigma was given recently by I’ro- 
fessor Allen, the ornithologist of the 
American Museum of Natural His­ 
tory in New York. 
Quite aa number 
of. the birds which had dashed on 
the lights of the statue and perished 
were given Mr. Allen for the Museum. 
Birds, when migrating, he said, it is 
now accepted, lly by night, and ire- 
piently at a height of several miles 
above the earth’s surface. This had 
been conjectured for some tim e, but 
it is only within two or three years 
that the fact was established. The 
circumstance was noted a short dis­ 
tance from Now* York, at Prince­ 
ton U niversity,and by accident. Pro­ 
fessor Young, the astronomer, was 
making a series of observations late 
in the night with a friend, who is an 
ornithologist, when the latter saw ob­ 
jects passing between the telescope 
and the disk of the moon. 
He recog­ 
nized them as birds and became so 
interested that the astronomical ob­ 
servations .were for the time suspend­ 
ed. 
Although the birds were flying 
ut a distance of several miles, he was 
able to distinguish several varieties. 
During the past month Frank M. 
Chapm an, of the American Museum, 
has conducted for Mr. Allen a series 
of observations from Tennfly, N. J., 
to verify this fact. The result has 
been successful and has contributed 
further information on the subject. A 
six and one-half inch telescope was 
directed over tho Hudson, following 
the moon as she roso from the hori­ 
zon. 
Through the small area cov­ 
ered by the instrum ent 2ü2 birds 
were counted between 8 in the even­ 
ing and daylight the next m orn­ 
ing. The varieties were easily distin­ 
guished. Most of them were sparrows, 
but there were num bers of Carolina 
rails and one duck. 
At first they 
were seen rising at an angle from the 
ground, but as the moon rose higher 
they could be observed flying in a 
line parallel to the earth. The height 
which many attained enabled them 
to avoid local storms, and it is be­ 
lieved th at they flv at a great height 
tartly for this reason, as well us to 
teep in view* better the landm arks by 
which 
it 
is 
known 
birds 
are 
guided 
in 
their 
migrations. 
They 
follow the 
course of val­ 
leys, especially those running north 
and south, and the range of the hills 
would be quite distinct by starlight 
above a strata of local clones. 
Dur­ 
ing severe and widespread storms, it 
is not thought that they continuo 
their course. 
.lust before daybreak 
the birds appear to descend and feed. 
During the day they rest, taking up 
their flight again in the evening, un­ 
til their destination is readied. 
Fly­ 
ing at the height they do along the 
Hudson valley, it can be readily seen 
how the intense light thrown upward 
from Liberty’s statue would daze and 
blind the birds as they came within 
its rays, whose brightness makes all 
lark beyond them .—[Frank Leslie’s 
Newspaper.

Put in flour enough to 
make a stiff batter. 
Then add a cup 
of yeast and continue stirring in flour 
until the dough is as stiff as you can 
stir it. 
Lay the mass over, sprinkle 
it with flour and set it to rise. 
It will 
take from fifteen to eighteen hours. 
Then turn on a moulding board and 
roll out. 
Cut in balls an inch and a 
half in diameter. 
Slip a raisin in the 
center of each one as you cut it out, 
make a gash with a knife and close 
the edges over the raisin. 
Then let 
the cut-out oliehooks stand for half 
an hour. 
Then fry in hot fat for ten 
minutes. W hen fried draw off all fat 
and roll in powdered sugar.
